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DATA 


that machine at the present time that 
we had to pull off and put on tape,” 
said Mobley. ‘This has been done so 
that we cancontinue to function on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“If somebody needs any of that 
old data, we have to stop and take 
something else off and reload that 
data in order to operate.” 

Mobley recommended that in lieu 
of up-grading the present system, 
two smaller systems be installed. 
One for the probate office and the 
other for the county commission of- 
fice. This will create room for those 
remaining on the present system to 
expand. 

He estimated that this could prob- 
ably be accomplished at a cost of ap- 
proximately $35,000.00. 

“To enhance the present county- 
wide system, according to the 
county's computer programmer, 
John Brim, you are looking at 
$60,000 or $70,000 to up-grade to a 
larger machine,” said Mobley. 

Mobley asked for the commis- 
sion's approval to proceed with the 
plan, 

During the discussion of this mat- 
ter, Commissioner Stephens ex- 
pressed concern of not bidding the 
system update or expansion project.

City of Elba receives $304,300.00 
sewer improvement grant from CDBG

Alabama Governor Fob James an- 
nounced last week that Elba was on 
the receiving end of a large grant. 
The $304,300 sewer improvement 
grant, funded by the Community De- 
velopment Block Grant program, is 
based on a competitive basis. The 
application is scored on a number of 
items including needs of the com- 
munity and number of people direct- 
ly benefitting from the improve- 
ments, 

James’ letter announcing the 
grant ended with, “I commend you 
on your efforts to improve the qual- 
ity of life for your citizens.” 

City Clerk Henry Clark said the 
grant application listed the exact 
work which would be done with the 
grant. All areas fit pre-approved 
guidelines, 

The grant application had been 


commissioned by the Elba city coun- 
cil. Helping with the application 
were Fredrick Hamilton of the SE 
Ala Planning Commission and en- 
gineer Bobby Lee of Peters Mitchell 
Engincering. 

Included is extended sewer ser- 
vice to the rest of the residents on 
Cedar Lane Drive (2/3 are already on 
cily sewage; and to residents on Gib- 
son Street. Residents on the west 
side of Reese Street (Kinston High- 
way) in the Clark Subdivision area 
will get sewer service and some long 
awaited lift station improvement 
work, 

Reese Street residents continually 
complain of lift station overflows 
and the obnoxious smells which ac- 
company the problem. 

Clark said it is his goal to com- 
plete the work by the first of the 
ycar. He added it must be completed 
by February for Elba to qualify for 
additional grant funds next year. 


Resignation, leave of absence & hiring

The Elba City School Board met 
last Thursday with resignations, a 
leave of absence and hiring re- 
placements the sole business of the 
day.

Board chairman Daniel Stephens 
said, “He must have been doing a 
heck of a good job, judging by the 
phone calls I got from people upset 
over his leaving.” Pearce was author- 
ized to write Heaton a letter on be-

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13% over the same period a year 
ago. That was the largest factor in 
the almost 11% year-to-date increase 
in the profits from the electrical sys- 
tem before the intense heat of July 
and August. 

The increase in the water rates 
last fall have gotten the water de- 
partment almost back to a break- 
even point. The July operating state- 
ment shows the water department 
losing only $344 for the month and 
less than $50,000 for the entire year 
if depreciation of lines and equip- 
ment is discounted. 

Electric meter readings indicate 
only 2.95% of the power purchased 
was lost through line leakage, etc. 

Water meter readings indicate a 
4.64% loss of water pumped for the 
previous month, 

Monthly bills totaled $24,499.66 
and were approved for payment. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood addressed 
the board with concerns over a prop- 
erty owner having electric meters in- 
stalled in his name rather than the 
renter. He said the avoiding of pay- 
ing the normal deposit was unfair to 
other property owners renting hous- 
ing. Board members questioned the 
fact the property owner was now re- 
sponsible for the utility bill and 
wasn’t that better for the utility de- 
partment. 

No decision was made and Chair- 
man Gladys Yelverton volunteered 
to investigate and report back to the 
board with a recommendation. 

Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported working 81 work or- 
ders (a record high). He said they re- 
paired 36 water leaks and made 30 
new connects (mostly on the new 
county line on Highway 125). 

Coleman attributed the many wa- 
ter leaks to dry weather causing the 
ground to crack and shift, adding 
pressure to old water lines. 

The board approved Coleman’s 
request to do the engineering to con- 
nect a “loop” from the Highway 84 
tank to Forest Lake Drive. This is to 


increase water pressure in the area of said 


increased home construction. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
that two employees, Jeff Puckett and 
Larry Eddins, took a bucket truck 
and helped repair storm damage in 
Clark and Washington Counties of 
Southwest Alabama. 

The board members expressed 
their appreciation of past help when 
Elba had problems, and opted not to 
bill the co-ops involved for the 
work,

bama Soil and Water Conservation 
District Supervisor Certificate of 
Achievement in recognition of 43 
years of dedicated service to the Soil 
and Water Conservation District’, 
Steve Musser, District Conservation- 
ist, said, “You have been a great ex- 
ample of what a district supervisor is 
suppose to be,” 

“He didn’t do it (being a district 
supervisor) for what he got out of 
it,” said Musser, “Monetarily, he 
was lucky if he got mileage. He was 
volunteering before volunteering 
was cool!” 

Mallory says the pay or reward 
comes when he rides over the county 
and sees good conservation practices 
continuing, which he was instrumen- 
tal in starting, 

Mallory has served as a soil and 
water conservation district supervis- 
or since 1953. He retired this year af- 
ter 43 years of service, 

The first Soil and Water Conser- 
vation District for this area was 
formed on April 30, 1940, and was 
called the Wiregrass Conservation 
District, 

This was a multi-county district 
with one representative from each 
county forming a governing board, 

In 1953, Mr, Mallory became 
Coffee County's representative re- 
placing D, H. James of Enterprise, 

In 1959, each of the counties in 
the Wiregrass District decided that 
they needed to break apart and have 
single county districts, 

n May 1, 1959, the Coffee

Mallory is a good example of 
why conservation districts were 
formed, With the creation of the fed- 
eral agency, the Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS), in 1935, a local tie to 
the community was needed, 

The local conservation district 
was designed to work with the agen-

Conservation district supervisors 
were individuals in the community 
in whom the people could place their 
ust, 

As the SCS came up with better 
methods of conserving soil, or sug- 


gested the use of new technology, 
such as underground outlets in ter- 
races, district supervisors would be 
the first to adopt them and uy them, 

They became salesmen of conser- 
vation by practical application on 
their farms, Selling farmers on new 
ideas was much easier with board 
members implementing them, 

One need only look at Mallory's 
farm to see the proof of what good 
soil and water conservation practices 
can accomplish, He utilizes conser- 
vation practices such as cover crops, 
contour farming, residue manage- 
ment, and ponds for livestock water

Dog owner's responsibility

In the City of Elba, stray dogs, 
when caught, are taken to the city’s 
impound yard. It is then the respon- 
sibility of the animal’s owner to 
check with authorities to see if his or 
her pet has been captured. 

After checking with city officials, 
it is not stipulated in the animal con- 
trol ordinance that the owner be noti- 
fied, even if the dog or dogs are 
wearing collars with phone numbers 
on them, It is also not city hall’s pol- 
icy to do so. 

Recently, some hunting dogs “es- 
caped” from their pen and were ulti- 
mately picked up by the city's ani- 
mal control officer (dog catcher). 
The dogs had collars on identifying 
their owner and listing his phone 
number, 

The owner was upset when he 
found out his dogs were in the city

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not the $5.00 per day for the two 
days the dogs were in the pound. 

He was told that he would have to 
pay the total amount or the dogs 
would have to remain in “custody,” 

City Clerk Henry Clark, when 
contacted, stated that the dogs were 
in bad need of food when they were 
brought into the pound and that is 
what the $5.00 per day is for - food! 

The provisions of the recently 
amended animal control ordinance 
read as follows: “Any dog impound- 
ed may be retaken or redeemed from

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Adopted by board members was a 
new salary schedule for professional 
personnel within the school system.

Wanted: Applicants for U.S. Military Academies 


Each year, itis my pleasure to 
accept applications and recommend 
appointments to the four United States 
military academies, 

As we approach a new school 
year, interested eligible young men 
and women interested in attending 
one of the academies should read this 
carefully, 

The U.S, military academies 


desire a geographical distribution of 


cadets and midshipmen. This is 
achieved through the congressional 
nomination and appointment process, 
Which assigns a certain number of 
vacancies at each academy to every 
congressional district. 

For instance, the Second Con 
gressional District of Alabama may 
have up to five people at each acad- 
emy at the same time. Each year, | go 
through the nomination process to 
select candidates for any vacancies 
which arise. 

The process of applying to the 
military academies begins in high 
school, in the Spring of the junior 
year or the Fall of the senior year, At 
that time, students may contact my 
congressional office, expressing in- 
terest in The United States Military 
Academy at West Point, The United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
the Air Force Academy at Colorado 
Springs, or the Merchant Marine 
Academy at Kings Point, N.Y. 

Often, many young people 
have not made a final choice among 
academies, so they apply simulta- 
neously to all four. (The Coast Guard 
Academy does not fall under these 
guidelines, so candidates apply di- 
rectly to that academy.)

bama, Those who live outside the 
Second District should contact their 
own congressman. Candidates are 
also eligible to apply to theirtwo U.S. 
Senators for a nomination and must 
follow their particular guidelines for 
application. 

Those who have a parent who 
is active military are also eligible to 
apply to the President’s and Vice 
President's office for a nomination. 

When I receive a candidate’s 
letter, T respond with application ma- 
terials describing my office’s guide- 
lines, as well as information cards to 
be filled out and returned to each 
desired academy. 

From then until my deadline of 
November 30th, the young person 
must submitall required information, 
ic. grades, letters of recommenda- 
lion, test scores and a biography, Si- 
multaneously, they must also send 
cach academy its own required appli- 
cation materials, 

In December, after my files are 
closed, I review the applications and 
select the candidates I will nominate. 
I consider grades, school activities, 
physical aptitude, and ACT & SAT 
scores in making my selections. 

I then submit a slate of ten 
nominees per vacancy at each acad- 
emy. It is important to note that the 
homination is only the first step to- 
wards entrance to an academy. 

Once acandidate is nominated, 
hisorhername is then submitted to an 
academy for consideration for an ap- 
pointment. Only after a candidate 
receives an appointment from an acad- 
emy does he or she become part of the 
entering class, 

In next week’s column, I will

A story is told of three preachers who met one day in order to discuss vari- 
ous methods of distributing the weekly offering by a congregation, In the

The first and second ministers both agreed that these ways were excellent, 
as they cach believed that God controlled the wind, and had surely created 
the laws of physics, and therefore had a direct hand in the distribution each 
week, The third minister then presented his method, which he said was 
much better than the first two, He uttered that the other ministers had no 
real faith in God, and did not truly believe in His Power, His method 
showed clearly that he possessed the greatest belief. What he did, said the 
third pastor, was to take the money and go out into the churchyard, From 
there, he tossed the money into the air, and whatever God wanted for the 
church, God would keep, and whatever fell to the ground was his salary!?!

May it be our desire that our lives would be so focused upon and centered 
around the one true Hope that we become attuned to all that He wishes for 
us, Morcover, may we give ourselves to our Lord in such a sincere manner 
that He shall not have to find us on the backstreets of our souls and pull us 
back into reality. Let our lives and all contained therein be presented before 
the One who is Creator, Master, and Savior.

of winning a state title has been 
spread to fans all across the state. 

In Class 1A, the Courtland In- 
dians dominated the action from 
1988-1990 as they won three 
Straight tiles; however, over the 
past four years the trophy has been 
passed around annually with 
McKenzie, Billingsley, Brantley 
and Carrollton claiming crowns. 

In Class 2A, the powerful Hazle- 
wood Golden Bears were almost

authorized representative within sev- 
en days from impoundment of the 
dog or any time thereafter before the 
sale or destruction of the dog by 
paying the police chief or his repre- 
sentative a fee of $25 for the first of- 
fense, which he shall remit to the 
city, plus the cost of keeping such 
dog in the pound at the rate of $5.00 
per day, which he shall remit to the 
city. Fees for repeat offenders shall 
be graduated with the second offense 
being $35, the third offense $45, and 
the fourth offense a maximum of 
$55. This shall be in addition to the 


charge of $5.00 per day.” 

This amendment was adopted by 
the city council on July 13, 1995,

GROUPS PROPOSE AND SUPPORT NEW ENTERPRISE COURTHOUSE 


Commission buys property & receives resolutions

Coffee County Commissioners 
voted unanimously in Monday’s 
mecting to purchase property adjoin- 
ing the Farm Center Complex in 
New Brockton. 

In the previous meeting held on 
August 14, a committee was appoint- 
ed to look into the possibility of ac- 
quiring a house and lot located at the 
corner of the driveway leading to the 
jail off U.S. Hwy. 84. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk reported 
that the vacant house, and just over 
once acre of land, could be purchased 
for a total of $60,000.00, 

The only stipulation to the deal 
was that $15,000 be paid down and 
the remaining $45,000 be paid in 
three interest free yearly installments 
of $15,000.00. 

Tentatively, the facility will be 
used to house the Mapping & Ap- 
praisal Department. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Bums, who is over mapping & ap- 
praisal, told commissioners that the 
house, in its present condition 
(chopped up in rooms), would not be 
suitable; however, with renovations, 


such as removal of some of the inner 
walls and closing in the carport, it 
would suit the present needs of map- 
ping and appraisal. 

He stated that the property was in 
an ideal location for the department, 
and could be enhanced in the future 


‘\by adding on to the structure. 


Commissioner Faulk noted that 
the commission has been promising 
for the past two years to provide the 

mapping & appraisal department 
with a better facility. 

Bums had appeared before the 
commissioners On numerous occa- 
sions noting the need for a facility 
to store maps, records and house of- 
fices for personnel. 

Representatives from the Enter- 
prise Chamber of Commerce and the 
Downtown Merchants Association 
were present at Monday’s commis- 
sion meeting. 

John Brock, president of the En- 
terprise C of C presented a resolu- 
tion to the commission in support of 
the two courthouse system in Coffee 
County. 

“The citizens of Coffee County 
would best be served by the current 
two courthouse system,” he said.

Haywood said people in Brook- 
dale were putting their garbage out 
on Friday as instructed, but it wasn’t 
being picked up until ‘Saturday.
